Cleveland, O., March, 30.—The bi­ 
tuminous mine workers’ dispute, in­ 
volving 300,000 men. is practically set- 
t ’ed. 
It is announced that a subcom­ 
mittee representing the miners and 
operators virtually has reached an 
agreement which is thought to be sat- 
lcfactory to both sides. 
The miners 
waived all of their demands, except a 
few, chief of which was for an in­ 
crease of 5 cents a ton for lump coal. 


A short time before the announce­ 
ment was made an order was issued 
by union officials calling for a cessa­ 
tion of work in the anthracite regions 
of Pennsylvania at midnight on Sun­ 
day. 
The suspension will affect 170,- 
000 men. 
The subcommittee to which the bi­ 
tuminous operators’ and m iners’ con­ 
ference had referred a compromise 
offered by the miners said the term s 
of the settlem ent were being drawn 
up. 
As given out, they provide for in­ 
crease* in pay to the miners as fol­ 
lows: 
Five cents a ton for mining lump 
coal. 
Three cents a ton for mining all oth 
er coal. 
Increase of 5.262 per cent for men 
raid by the day. 
E. A. Cole, representing the Ohio 
operators, and H. M. Taylor, repre­ 
senting the Illinois operators, said all 
the operators of Western Pennsylva­ 
nia, Ohio.
